How Track Farming Pays. 


Hero's an item from the Dallas 


News dated at Mount Pleasant whlcb 
furnishes facts and figures' worth giv- 
ing publicity to. The item reads: |D. 
H Payne, residing four miles north 
of this city, made $248.25 this year 
from one and three-fourth 
acres 


planted in truck. He planted one ant 
one-fourth acres in Irish ipotatoes an-t 
and one-half acre in sweet potatoes 
After gathering his Irish potatoes lie 
planted the same land in peanuts 
and replanted, in peas. A detailed 
statement 
follows: 
Two 
hundred 


bushel Irish potatoes, $156; thirty- 
five bushels peanuts, $22.75; seven 
bushels peas, $10.50; thirty .bales hay 
$15; 
ninety-five bushels sweet po- 


tatoes, $45. Total $248.25. From seven 
and one-half acres planted in corn 
and cotton Mr. Payne made $117.60 
a difference of $130.75 in favor ol 
the former. 


Oil Well at Hadtll.

Delaware Indian matter, and purport- 
ing to be a wholesale declaration to 
clear ii&neelj? of any personal action1 
in the oil land 'matters of the Indian 
Territory, an-d I say without hesita- 
tion that the recors will show that 
the president is emphatically in error 
as to every statement he makes, 


"It is not incumbent upon the pres- 


ident to have approved the acts of 
the interior department in these vari- 
ous 
matters. 
The 
Interior depart- 


ment's action was final, except where 
the president intervened, and. over- 
ruled him. 


"The president did overrule Secre- 


tary Hitchcock in the Prairie Oil an-d 
Gas 
franchise 
matter, substantially 


as stated by the New York Sun, 
the World -and other papers, and 
grant a franchise that never should 
have been granted in that instance. 


"The president did aid in securing 


the amendment that authorized him 
to fix the rentals on the Osage oil 
land, instead of having them 'fixed 
by the interior -department as such 
matters are customarily done. 


"The president's statement about 


the trifling matter of permitting one 
Delaware Indian to have double the 
allotment for meritorious services, is 
an absolute joke, and numerous in- 
dividuals and officials connected with 
the service at that time will so look 
upon it. The average allotment In 
the Cherokee nation, which Included 
the Delawares, would not have ex- 
ceeded 160 acres. 


"The facts are that this Delaware,

lation to which he seeks relief." 


This decision is expected to estab- 


lish a precedent in regard to a large 
number of cases in which 
Indian 


allottees have sold lands under con- 
ditions which they knew to be il- 
legal, expecting to have the sale 
nullified and retain both the land 
and the money paid to them for it. 


The deed in question was given by 


Joseph Marshall,, a Creek 
citizen, 


who was only 19 years old, but rep- 
resented .himself to be 23 to Bradley 
as president of the 
International 


Land Company. Later, through his 
brother, Jeff Marshall, as next of 
kin, 
he brought suit to cancel the 


deed, and judgment was rendered in 
his favor, which decision is now re 
versed by the supreme court. 


The court holds that where a par- 


ty 
fraudulently 
represents himself 


to be 21 years old, although only 
19, his size and appearance bearing 
out his representation, and receives 
$125 
in payment for the same, he
